The Directorate of Naval Shipyerds has under its care the several ship- 
building firms in the various cities of Rumania. These cities are as 
follows s 


a Constanta Capital repairs to both medium and small 
merchant marine vessels are made at these 
yards. 

bo Gelati This yard constructs new vessels and makes 


repairs to the hulls of ships as well as to 
mechinery. This is the best organized yard 
in the Sovromtransport and has the largest 
production record. New tugboats are being 
constructed for a planned transportation 
service; these will be known as the HORTA, 
CLOSCA, CRISAN, and GH DOJA. These will be 
twin screw vessels with 600 horsepower with 
British Widopp Kingsley motors. Six other 
tugboats of 180 horsepower each are under 
construction ag well as new gésoline and 
petroleum storage tanks. The former PSCOV 
a Soviet ship was recently repaired and 
turned over to the Sovromtransport society 
by the Soviets. The Galati shipyard lacks 
an adequate casting section. The principal 
spare parts are cast at the Resita Steel 
Millis. 


ec. Bratla The former Sovromtransport shipyard in 
Breila is now under the direction of the 
Ministry ef Industry. 


Ge Giurgiu There is no Sovromtransport society ship~ 
yard in Siurgin but the PCA (Ports, Communi- 
cationa, Water), possesses a well-equipped 
shipyard which makes repairs only on Sovrom-= 
transport vessels. During 1950 general 
repairs were made on the passenger ships 
CexN/AVODA and TURNU M/GURELE, In 1951 the 
tugboat, ALBA TULIA was repaired at these 
yerds. 


2. Ture Severin New construction and repairs te vessels are 
mede at this yard. For example the coastal 
ships SULINA, CONST: NTA and MIDIA were re- 
built at these yards, Repairs were made on 
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the shallow water tugboats DECUBAL and 
PHOS as well as other tugs know as 
HIRON COSTIN and NOVOROSESK. This yard 
does not have equipment for forging heavy 
items such as engine shaftea and propeller 
shafts. When such items are needed these 
are made by the Resita Steel Mill. 


2. Orsova The shipyard at Orsovs is under the super - 
Vision of the Teehnicsal Directorate. The 
specialists in steam end diesel engine 
repair are proficient in their work, a 
fact which resulted in the Sovromtrenspor.. 
in acquiring this shipyard. Most work 
during 1950 end 1951 was centered on the 
repair of engines. Military pontoon bridves 
were also constructed during the recent 
months according to plans drawn up by 
Colonel Engineer Kagaciuc. The former 
Malexa factory now known as 23 August 
Uzinele also collaborated in the manufact we 
of the above-mentioned pontoon bridges. 


The technical Directorate has the following tasks and duties:

Direetorete of Movements of Vessels coordinates ship sehedules ond maintains 


communications with vessels concerning their routes. The Directorate is 
cuerged “lth the responsibility of assuring the continual use of the vessel: 
sc that they will not be out of service for any appreciable leneth of time. 

On one occasion (date not given) the Danube was blocked in the Wicinity or ihe 
Iron Gates when a lighter sank in a canal. One aundred and ten lighters wes. 
idie for nearly a month and the majority of vessels could neither leave 

nor entez the Danube. 


The Maritime Directorate is chiefly concerned with the transport of 
pessengers aboard the TRANSYLVANIA. This vessel travels between Constanta 
aud Haifa each week. There are a few sea-going cargo vessels in the 
Rumanian Merchant Marine which are supervised by this directorate. Infornart 
notes thet the TRANSYLVANIA is in urgent need of cugine repairs which ecxunnoi. 
be accomplished until the firm ef Burnmeister and Wein, who originally built 
the vessel in Denmark send the necessary spare parts to them. ‘The latter 
wil not du so because the Rumunien Government has not paid a ieng standing

fhe Directorate of International Transport occupies itself with transportation 
provlems arising from sea cargoes ac well as by shipments by truck. 


Tre Interne] Transportetion Directorate is oecupled with transportation by 
vessels on the Danube. 


The Bookkeeping Directorate has two sections; the Maritime and River Section. 


The Directorate of Materials is charged with procuring necessary material 
from foreign and domestic sources, The materials are obtained fron England, 


West, Germany and Italy. Je 
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tadia Service is responsible for the broadcasting and the reception of 

vadic nessages between the vessels and the directorate. The station 

"used British made equipment obtained Ouring 1950 and 1951. All Sovromtrans» 
port vessels are in touch with the Bucharest main office every day. 

Between 7 acm. and 9 a.m. Bucharest maintains contact with the Braila- 
walati regions about 10 a.m. the Turm Severin region is contacted by 
Sucherest. There are radio stations at Braila, Galati, Giurgiu, Turm 
Severin and Orsova. These stations have recently received a combined total 
of fourteen cases of radio equipment. The Largest radio station is at 
Strada Povernel No. 1 in Bucharest. 


the secret Cfifice receives and distributes important messages usually 
addressed to the General Director and Deputy Manager of the Sovromtransport. 
chese messages do not pass through a normal register. Such secret offices 
have been a¢onted by all institutions and ministries since the month of 
Jammary 1951, 


She Resistration Service is charged with receiving and distributing all 
setters for ship's crews. It also distributes technical beoks known as 
Hotor Ship. 


“whe Cadre Service is the Sovromtransport personnel section. 
the idministrative Service is charged with mointenance of the builcings. 
The File Service keeps the record of correspondence and documents. 


“he Auto Trensport Service at Baneasa has about 160 trucks of various models. 
whe tracks have been used only about 50 percent last year for domestic and 
“oreiga transport. About one-fourth of the 160 trucks were replaced last year 
hy six ton ZIS trucks. Private trucks are not permitted to transport cargoes 
“rom oae town to another, this being the monopoly of Sovromtransport and RATA. 


The Flanning Service drawa up projects and plans for the materials and tine 
necessary for completion of the projects, The disorganization in this section 
1.2 notable since the various Rumanian ministries have no respect for quotas 
sent to them by the Planning Service and usually distribute the materials, 
wirescy in short supply, according to their ow discretion.
